The 
Chairman of the IDC, or his representative, will be available to 
attend meetings of the IAC when the monthly IDC report is on the 
agenda. 

b. The preparation of interim, reports on matters of 
urgency by the Chairman of the IDC, or upon the request of any 
IDC member, to be made between regular reports, as necessary. 

c. The Chairman of the IDC to prepare a report for the 
IAC on a world-wide basis,

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d. Local committees to discuss new defector cases 
immediately, whenever possible. * 

e. Notice of impending termination of the intelligence 
phase will hereafter include a reminder that agencies having an 
interest in the subsequent disposal of the defector should manifest it. 

f. The Chairman of the IDC to bring to the attention 
of the DCI matters of importance on questions of policy which have 
not been settled satisfactorily at IDC meetings.
